Seafood feast 
tradition upheid

Michael Hagan and David Boocock have been 
feeding a lot of people lately. 

In fact, in just over one month they will have the 
opportunity to feed 8.000 to 10,000 more. 

The Hagan Boocock Seafood Co. will be catering the 
Neptune Festival Seafood Feast on Friday, September 
IS from 12 noon to 1 1 p.m. at the Virginia Beach Dome. 
They will offer a wide variety of fresh seafood at 
various prices ranging from $1.73 to $18.S0. 

Coordinators of the Neptune Festival announced 
earlier this year that the popular feast was to be 
cancelled for the 1978 activities, but they planned to 
have it again in the future. 

Nellie Bryan, executive diredor of the Virginia Bearh 
Neptune Festival cited several reasons tnr the 
cancellations, however, she added, "The main reason 
we cancelled was to look into bringing the feast back 
into the area."

Opposition to the decision made ths Neptune Festival 
staff realize just how important tracUtion and good fod 
are. In fact, Ms. Bryan was delighted to find the well 
qualified Hagan Boocock Seafood Co. to do the job. 

"It is an established fact that «« have a feast," said 
Bryan. 

The Hagan Boocock Seafood Co. was started in 1976 
by two brothers in-law, Michad Hagan and David 
Boocock, both 29. Before then Hagan had run a lobster 
boat and Boocock has fished with him. 

"We found that there was no one here to handle 
lobsters at the time so we dedd«l to do it." said 
Boocock. 

The two m«i set up business on Oranby St. in 
Norfolk where presently seven people work at the 
company. Four other men work on the Ic^sto- boat 
which Ha^ui runs. All other seafood is purchased fresh 
from other fishermoi and |»cka-s. Sincx LobstOD are 
difficult to keep alive, the partners have had to build a 
holding system and haul in sea water. 

It wasn't until the successful Harl^fest in Norfolk 
that a seafood fea» in Virginia Beach seemed possible. 
There the Hagan Boocock Seafood Co. catered 
approximately 5.000 people in two days. Despite some 
difficulties, everyone ^emed satisfi«i with the results. 

The partners, howevs^. intend to run the Neptune 
Festival Seafood Feast a "little differently and more 
efficiently" than the Harborfest.

^e environmen t 





"Plant materials centers of the Soil Conservation 
Service (SCS) working with other federal and state 
agencies are releasing a record number of 
conservation plants this year." said O.D. Adams, 
Dist. Conservationist. 

In just the first 3 months of 1978, the centers 
released 15 varieties for commercial production, as 
compared to a total of 7 varieties released in 1977. 

Phins are to release even more before the end of 
theyoir. 

The new conservation plants will be available to 
help control erosion and sedimentation. 

"They will play an important role in improving the 
quality of our environment," slated Adams. 

Some of the 1978 pUints released include: 

"Alamo" switchgrass to control shoreline enMion 
and protect flood control structures. 

"King-Red" Russian olive and "Flame" Amur 
maple for shelterbelts and windbmk (bantings, 
bmdscaping, and wildlife food and covor. 

Three varieties of wildflowers to reotablish 
prairies and to beautify and protect road«des and 
recreatiiMi areas. 

"Barranco" desertwillow for windbreaks and 
screens. 

"The hew releases indicate how SCS's j^ant 
materials prc^ram is responding to tlw needs of the 
I970's. We no longer search exclusively for 



conservation plants to be used on the farm, although 
these are still a major part of our work. Now we have 
broadened our scope, and we are evaluating 
environnMntal improvement plants for a wide range 
of uses." said Adams. 

"For example, we have stepped up the search for 
plants that will help reclaim mined hind, protect sand 
dunes and control shore erosion, staMlize 
construction sites and other critical areas, and 
beautify the landscape as they work. We are looking 
for plants that will hdp stabilize waste disposal areas, 
provide food and cover for wildlife, tolerate 
pollution and toxic soil conditions, and retard the 
spread of fire." 

SGS has a publication. "Conservation Phnts for 
the Northeast," (PA- 1 154) which describes tiO planu 
that are useful on disturbed areas; for stabiliang 
coastal dunes or sandy inland areas; for providing 
wikllife food and cover; for growing hedges, 
wkidbreaks. and screens.

The hospital and its medical staff have also passed 
a new regulation prohibiting smoking by visitors in 
patient care areas. Visitors are asked to return to the 
lobbies to smoke, even if the patient they are visiting 
isaanoker.

Don't let summer get 
to your air concftioner 



If you're like most of us, the first time you test 
your air conditioner for the summer was the day it 
got hot. What happens if it didn't work, you 
probably (I) called for a service technician, (2) went 
out to buy a new one, or (3) suffered. 

Service technicians, of course, are very busy 
because of all the other caUs they get this time of 
year. And the stores are often jamm^l. 

Even if your air conditioner did work, it might 
work a lot more efficioitly with a little help from 
you. 

The following simple checklist can help you get the 
most from your air conditioner this summer. 

Trim bushes, shrubs. Free air drculation around 
the air conditioner is essential to good, efficient 
performance. 

Check filter. Just as bushes can restrict air flow on 
the outside, a dirty Alter can restrict it on the inside. 
Be sure to clean the filter and check it about once a 
month for the entire cooling season. 

Check coils, inside and out. Dirt accumulation on 
the coils tends to reduce efficiency. Such 
accumulation is most likely to occur on the outside 
coils. If cleaning is indicated, you'll probably need 
the help of a professional who can steam clean the 
coils. 

Check the power cord. It's just plain common 
sense to check the power cord for peeling or cracked 
insulation. 

However, if you doubt that the air conditioner will 



make it through the summer due to old i^e, start 
shopping for a new one soon. If you do decide to 
replace your old air conditioner with a new one, 
consider one of a bit smaller capacity than the old 
unit. Not only could it help keep down the initial 
purchase price, a smaller unit likely would cost less to 
operate and may do a better comfort job than a unit 
that is somewhat oversized. 

An air^ conditioner does two things to make a room • 
cool and comfortable. It cools and it dehumidifles. A 
unit too large for a particular room will cool the 
room quickly, then the compressor will cycle off. 
Since dehumidification occurs only while the 
compressor is operating, an oversized unit may not 
dehumidify sufficiently. k 

A slightly undersized unit, on the other hand, will 
operate the compressor more of the time, and 
thereby control humidity more effectively. In the 
past, the capacity of many room air conditioners was 
determined by estimating the size of the area to be 
cooled, and then adding a bit for good measure. The 
result is, that many units in service today are larger 
than necessary. 

Added to that is the recent trend to insulation and 
weather stripping, brought on by the increasing cost 
of heating. The same insulation that helps keep a 
f house warm in the winter will help keep it cool in the 
summer: therefore, redudng the load on the air 
conditioner.

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Isolation l8 no drawback for Beach Navy couple in Cuba

Life in Guantanamo Bay, 
sumiiMr pleasure Paul On- 
enjoyed while living at home. 

But swimming, fishing, diving uid shell collecting 
are year-round Idsures for himthese days. 

Orr, the 22-year old son of Mr. and Mrs. Willard 
P. Onr of 1537 Indian River Rd., Virginia Beach, is 
on a two-year assignment with the Navy at 
Guantanam(|Bi^...the only U.S. military base on 
Communist i>il. 

"It's a small command... beautiful climate with a 
large selection of off-duty activities," noted Orr, a 
hospital corpsman second class who has served here 
since last March. "Families are able to save a great 
deal of money here because there's so little to spend it 
on." 

His wife, the former Karen Andrews of Perkasie, 
Pa.^ is also a hospital corpsman swond class serving 
at the base hospital in Guantanamo Bay. He is the 
senior corpsman assigned to work in the hospital 
wards, and she works in the facility's patient affairs 
office. 

The United Sutes leased the Guantanamo Bay site 
- 43 square miles of prc^ialy eadoaed 1^ water, 17 
mil^ of fence and an acdvt land minefield - from 
Cuba in 1903. In 1934, the treaty was ren^otiated 
giving the U.S. a perpetual lease which can only be 
voided by abandoning the area, or my mutual 
agreement between the U.S. and Cuban 
governments. 

Although small and compact in its own right, this 
naval base on the shores of the Caribbean Sea serves 
as headquarters for men and women engaged in a 
massive training program designed to hone the skills 
of crewmen serving aboard warships of the U.S. 
Atlantic Fleet. 

Nearly 100 ships a year complete the rugged 
training program under the watchful eyes of Navy 
Fleet Training Group instructors from Guantanamo 
Bay. Their training operations are conducted in a 
14,000-square-mile ocean area south of here and 
include such shipboard functions as navigation, 
gunnery, damage control and general seamanship. 

"My wife and I were able to get orders for a 



twenty-four month tour here," explained Navyman 
Orr, a 1974 graduate of Norview High School, 
Norfolk. "After a tour of duty aboard ship, I was 
certainly looking forward to duty here with my 
wife." 

He previously served with Fighter Squadron 32 at 
the Oceana Naval Air Station, a unit that operated 
from the aircraft carrier USS John f . Kennedy. 

Duty in this community of some 6,200 military and 
civilians - including wives and children - does have its 
faults, according to Petty Officer Orr who has served 
with the sea service since July, 1 974. 

"Small numbers of staff cause us some long 
working hours here at the hospital, and it's the same 
at some of the other base commands," he said. 

While Guantanamo Bay may not offer every day- 
to-day necessity or luxury of life the Orrs enjoyed 
while living back in the United States, they're not 
living in total isolation. 

Guantanamo is self-supporting and has. been since 
1964 when the Castro government cut off the water 
and electricity supplied by Cuba. A seawater 
conversion plant, capable of producing 2.3 million 
gallons of fresh water daily, also provides 23,000 
kilowatts of electrical power. 

The base has a modern, fully-equipped hospital, 
dental services, a color television station, AM and 
FM radio stations, a bowling center, several free 
movies daily, restaurants, one commissary 
(supermarket) and two base exchanges (retail stores). 

For the more active individuals, there's year-round 
horseback riding, golf, swimming, tennis, football, 
baseball, basketball and fishing. 

"I ride my ten-speed bike, do some snorkeling, 
collect shells and do some photography" said Orr of 
his off-duty hours which must be spent within the 
confines of the base. People serving there are not 
permitted to cross into Communist Cuba. 

Rest and relaxation (R&R) flights are available to 
base residents who might like to 'spend a weekend in 
Jamaica, Puerto Rico or Haiti. Passengers are 
charged a nominal fee for these flights to cover fuel 
and maintenance expenses for the aircraft 

"I haven't taken an R & R trip yet," he concluded. 
"1 would like to visit Jamaica and Puerto Rico to do 
some sightseeing."

Virginia Beiu:h Coundlwoman Meyera Oberndorf 
failed to convince council to intervene on behalf of 
Kempsville residents in their fight against increased 
utility rates proposed by two private utilities rompanies. 

Council did, however, approve a resohitton 
requesting the State Corporation Commissio« to hold a 
public hearing on the rate increases within the city and 
to notify each customer of the two companies by letter. 

Council, at an informal meeting of council where the 
matter was discussed, also insturcted City Attorney 
Dale Bimson to report b»:k to council on the proposed 
rate increase after studying the strong points, weak 
points and legal aspects. 

Mrs. Obemdorf, at the informal meeting, said she 
was concerned about the rate increase proposed by 
Kempsville and County Utilities and suggested that the 
city intervene on the part of the citizens. 

The companies, headed by Stanley Warluich, are 
asking for an increase fo $30 a quarter from $18.45 a 
quarter at present as well as a payment of $24S for each 
customer in the Kempsville system and $222 in the 
Coimty system to pay for connections to the Hampton 
Roads Sanitation District. 

The increase is being requested for the interim poiod 
(effective Sept. 1) until the connection to tlw HRSD 
plant is made when the rates would presumeably be the 
same as those charged by the city. The city sewage fee is 
$13 a quarter. 

On July 17 council voted against paying $4 million for 
the two utilities. During the discussion of the proposed 
sale, Waranch told council that the companies could not

Stevens was at the council meeting, he said, because he 
had understood that Riggs was going to introdiKe an 
ordinance affeding his business. He said that Riggs had 
mentioned an ordinance on a TV program. 
Riggs said that he was concerned about the situation 
uid thought that guidelines might be necessary. 

During the period since the acddent, Stevois made a 
survey of property owners, at the resort from the 
Lighthouse Restaurant at the south end to S8th Street at 
the north. He said that he had five sons who asntted 
him with his business and if the people didn't ««nt the 
airplanes with thdr advertising flying along the cotat he 
owed it to his sons to go along with the people's wishes. 

Only six persons were against his continuing the 
operation and over 90 were for the aerial Mlvertising. 
He said that some motel owners considered it a SCTvice

Lcdr. S.L. Jackson, of the Naval Air Station at 
Oceana, opposed the rezoning because part of the land 
falls within the noise and accidoit potential zones 
ddiuMted in the Air Installation Compatible Use Zone 
study 

Calvin Spain, attorney for the applicants, said that 
only 2^ acres of the property fails within the zones of 
which a road will take up one acre and open space part 
of the remainder. 

Cooimandn Jfckson said that " Vithis time it's a little 
more than an acre, the next time it may be 10 acres." He 






suggested mini-warehouses and added, "we would not 
like to have any residoitial develt^mmt th«-e." 

Councilman Donald S. Merrick said the application 
was (teferred twice so that something could be worked 
out. 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne said that he didn't "see 
that we can render the property worthless."

Over the years, Borberg said, the district has 
cooperated with the SWCB but the "board keeps 
promising money... We can't wait any longw." By 1983 
the HRSD will run out of capacity. 

If all of the needed projects wwe approved now, 
Borberg said, the Atlantic Plant and the Nasemond 
plant wiri qxrate at 70 percent capacity wh«i finished, 
which "ii not a whole lot of growth built into the 
plants." 

He suggested council contact the Water Control 
Board monbers. and the staff and "let your desires be 
known.". 

CouiKibnan Reid Ervin also suggested calling 
Congresttiien Robert Daniel and William Whitehurst. 
"It's fine tiie governor makes the appointments, but it's 



time we had a representative tiiere," he said. 

Borberg poiatid out Uwt tiw HRSD has spent much 
of its own funds for die sanitation system rather than 
Uie expected 75 percent (federal), 25 percent (local) 
participaticm. 

From 1973 $21,686 in HRSD funds have gone into the 
Chesapeake-Elizabeth and Atiantic Plant and System 
Projects against a federal contribution of $20,560,000. 

Proposed projects - Atiantic and Chesapeake- 
EUzabetii Plant and System call for federal spending of 
173.400,000 and HRSD spending of $24,500,000. 

To date, the total federal expenditure ($42,826,000) 
has faUen below tiie distirict's ($42,200,000). 

Projected spending in die district calls for $126.5 
million In federal funds, and $42.2 in distiict funds. 

Borberg indktted that as more local f^mds are used to 
expand and upfrade facilities, rates will have to be 
increased.

$210,000 from Beach 
could net federal grant 



Virginia Beacli city council next Monday will be aslced 
to appropriajte $210,000 for a brackish and fresh ground 
water testinj^ program expected to improve the city's 
)i^nces of sbcuring a federal grant for a two million- 
pllon-a-day desalinization exporiment. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury told council 
Monday at an informal session that he would make the 
appropriatioji recommendation whether or not a gram 
were involved because of the city's need for a water 
source. ^ 

He added that although desalting procedures have not 
been cost competitive in the past, new methods may 
diange that,

The testing a^ivities were ncmnniMided by the Arm 
of Wiley ft Wilson, Inc., employed by the dty dto study 
Beach water sourca. The activitiM ve expected to be 
completed between now and January 1994 to coincide 
with the announoemoit of grant recipients by tfa« Office 
of Water Research and Technology (QWRT) of the 
D^>utment of the Interior. 

The Beach's grant application will be on the basis of a 
two-million-g4l<Mi-a-day phuift. 

Hanbin7 said that It was '*al»oli^ly necessary that 
we proceed wkh monitoring weHs with ^tp brackifh 
water in sufTidoit quantity for a two-milUon-^on-a- 
day grant." 

He said that he ht^wd that way expenditure made by 



the city now would be applied toward the city's 10 per 
cent match. He said that chances for receiving the grant 
have been improved by the emphasis of the 
Environmental Protection Authority on the eliml^tion 
of chlorinated hydrocarbons and that there have beni 
no field tests on what would be a safe yield for ground 
water use. 

The $210,000 would be used to develop specifications 
for brackish and fresh wells and advertise bids, QWRT 
grant activities with schematic desalting facility layout, 
constructing brackish ground water monitoring wells 
with sampling and limited pumping tests, conducting 
testing of one existing fresh ground water well field. 

Hanbury said that fresh water wells are available at 
Stumpy Lake and Pembroke and that brackish and 
fresh water would be combined to reduce the amount of 
desalinization necessary. 

The city manager said that he didn't want a repeat of 
last summer when the city was assured of only 45-SO day 
supply of water.

Employers liable 
for tax on tips 

A few weeks ago we discuned how cash tips arc 
covered by social secuKty aad how they belp 
increase fatare benefits for the empioyec and bis 
or her family. 

A recent change in the social security law that 
may have escaped the attention of some pco|^ 
provides additional sodal security tax liability for 
employers whose emfrioyMS receive part of their 
earnings in tlM form of cash tips. 

Under the old law employers ^4 not lmva.lfi. 
pay social security taxes on tips, only on the actnd 
wages paid 11^ fnviloyec. Ti|M are considemi 
something "extra", earned ontslde of tiM 
agreement between the employer and the 
employee. Since 1966 the em|rfoyee has been 
required to pay sodal security tax on cash tips 
amounting to $20 or more in a month from one 
employer. 

The new law provito that an employer murt 
pay sodai security tax on amounts that arc 
teemed to be earnings for purposes of meetly the 
requirements of the minimum wage law. In many 
Jobs where tow wages are paid in expectation of 
nbstantfad ti|M, the Internal Revenue Code aUows 
such ti|M to be conridered eaminfci for up to SO 
percent of the miabnum wi^. Now these deemed 
amounto wUI afaw be considered eamlags for social 
security purpowi. 

The r^ofHug of tips differs in some respects 
from the icprntiiq of other wages and people who 
work as waitresses, bartenders, nbdriven, and 
other servtee occupations, full time or part tfaoc, 
shouM be aware of the dlff crams. 

Cuh tips that total $20 or mo^c In a nonth 
from one raipk^er should be reported. The t^ 
arc reported to tlM emirioycr in writing by the 10th 
of the month for the previous month. Employers 
may require reports more often. 

It b imiMNTttnt ttait the reports be made on time. 
If for any mson yon fall to report your tips on 
tfmc, you may report them on your Fcdwnl 
income tex return. A qicdal form Is avaltoUe 
fromlRS.

Join forces to protect buyers

Caveat emptor may still be the best rule to follow, but 
the city of Virginia Beach realtors and the Navy are 
beginning to think alike about letting the buyer also be 
informed. 

City council Monday afternoon at an informal 
session reached no consensus on how this was to be 
accomplished, but city manager George L. Hanbury 
through it a good sign that the city, the Navy and the 
realtors all thought that something should be done. 

Buyers often unaware 

The problem arises when someone purcnases or rents 
property in a noise or danger potential zone delineated 
by the AICUZ study. The buyer or renter is not always 
told fbout the noise or danger and usually complains to 
the hiavy. 

The Navy thinks the real estate broker should be 
required to present a disclosure statement which has to 
be signed by the prospective buyer at the time of the 
purchase agreement. This should prove that the buyer 
knows what he's getting into. Lcdr. S. L. Jackson 
believes the disclosure document should be mandatory. 

The Virginia Beach Board of Realtors is opting for 
some kind of voluntary self-regulation by the realtors. 
F. Andrew Heatwole, chairman of the board's 
legislative committee, told council that the realtors 
would rely on the Virginia Real Estate Commission 
regulation which states that withhpjd|p| /rQin 
^dSpectlvrponnsi*!* aSj^ Tntdrf^^ available 

concerning the character or condition of the real 
estate... is grounds for suspension, revocation or denial 
of renewal of the individual's license. 

Heatwole said that in the board's monthly newsletter 
a copy of the proposed map delineating the noise and 
hazard areas will be sent along with a proposed 
disclosure statement. The board will get an opinion 
from its lawyer, Heatwole said, on whether the mailing 
of information will make it "readily available." 

The board is also trying to formulate a(h acceptable 
plan on the leasing of property. 

A disclosure ordinance ^as suggested by Councilman 
F. Reid Ervin when he last served on council in 1974. 
The ordinance would make a disclosure statement 
mandatory. 

Heatwole said that the realtors do not think that the 



zones set up by the Navy are Tmite enough asd 
recommended a system of consentric circles. The 
concentric circles, Jackson said, would not work as well 
because they would necessarily include property which 
was neither in the noise or danger zones. 

The AICUZ study delineates the noise and danger 
areas arotfnd the Naval Air Station at Oceana and the 
Fentress Airfield in Chesapeake which affects zonts 
extending into Virginia Beach. Jackson said the Navy is 
also working on an AICUZ study for the Norfolk 
International Airport. 

Heatwole suggested that if the voluntary system does 
not work, council could then consider legislation. 

Hanbury said that, voluntary or mandatory, it may 
be the first time "that we have had acceptance of 
disclosure by signing a statement . " 

Since the Board of Realtors members handle 92 
percent of the sales, most of the purchases would be 
covered. However, Heatwole pointed out that the 
Virginia Real Estate Commission covers all realtors. 

SoIvIiq; the problem 

Ervin said that he didn't think anything was going to 
be accomplished with voluntary disclosure. He said that 
with the development of the General Booth Boulevard 
and Princess Anne Road, the problem would be 
intensified. 

Ervin suggested that the buyers be told that 
information would be available at City Hall. 

Although-^ fiouaei) ^waMmd^-^^losure cf^ 
' envfronthental problemsf^tHelribise and crash zones in 
the AICUZ study were considered the most important 
right now. 

Ervin questioned the effectiveness of self-regulation. 

Jackson said he couldn't understand why the realtors 
would object to the signing of a paper. He said it would 
protect both sides. 

Heatwole said the Real Estate Board's rememdies go 
farther than what was asked for. He said that the 
simpliest solution would be for the city to erect signs 
saying, "You are entering a noise area.'* 

Ervin stressed the importance of the Navy to the area 
and the protection of lives. 

Heatwole pointed out that all FHA and VA financed 
insured property requires disclaimers. 

Still apparently undecided, council will continue to 
study the merits of all the recommendations. 




Locking horns 



Battling it our during a four-round exhibition at the 
Dome last Thursday night were seventh ranked world 
heavyweight Duane Bobick and 40-year-old veteran 
boxer Speedy Jordan of Norfolk. The event triggered 
Jordan to challenge Bobick to a fight in Virginia Beach 
in September.

Contract goes to GavM 

Virginia Beach city council Monday afternoon 
awarded Gavco Corporation the contract for the 
construction of the Columbus Street Pump Station 
and Standpipe No. 2, Division I for $1,741,200 
compared to the engineer's estimate of $1,495,250 
and the Chicago Bridge & Iron Company Ihe 
contract for the Division II for $587, 1 50 compared to 
the engineer's estimate of $604,750. 



The production of private wells should not be 
affected by the use of wells by the city of Virginia Beach 
as a possible water source. 

City manager George L. Hanbury assured a Beach 
citizen Monday afternoon that the city will not 
withdraw any water which will cause problems with 
riparian rights or the water yield of private wells. The 
effects on private wells will be one of the areas of study 
during testing programs of brackish and fresh 
groundwater wells approved by city council Monday 
afternoon. 

Council appropriated $210,000 from the balance of 
the water and sewer fund for the development of 
specifications for brackish and fresh wells, schematic 
layout of the desalting facility, construction of brackish 
groundwater monitoring wells and testing of one 
existing fresh ground water well field . 

The program is expected to better the city's chances 
of acquiring a grant from the Office of Water Research 
and Technology of the United States Department of the 
Interior to finance a desalting demonstration utilizing 
brackish groundwater in Virginia Beach. 

Conrad H. Reid expressed his concern to council that 



Back Bay was not being used for the testing which 
would save the city the expense of drilling a 1,500 foot 
well. He also questioned the effect of the city's well 
program on private wells. 

City attorney Dale Bimson said that he had not 
looked into the riparian rights provisions inr elation to 
relation to the project, but Hanbury said these rights 
will be among the issues which will be resolved with the 
testing. 

Reid pointed out that the engineering firm of Wiley & 
Wilson which is making a study of possible local water 
sources for Virginia Beach, pointed out that the 
consultants placed a $400,000 price tag on the desalting 
project in June and in August, the cost was up to 
$800,000 with $210,000 needed for monitoring wells for 
brackiish water. 

The city's plan is to use brackish water, mixed with 
water from freshwater wells, for desalinization to 
provide a water source for the city. The grant is 
expected to furnish the remaining part of the $800,000 
for the desalting demonstration. 

Reid asked why the brackish water in Back Bay l 
couldn't be used for the experiment, thereby saving the 
expense of drilling a well.

Congressman Bill Whitehurst has released the raults 
of his most recent questionnaire which called on all 
residents of the Second District to voice their opinion on 
several m^jor topics. 

Of the 170 thousand distributed by mail in Virginia 
Beach and Norfolk, approximately 10 thousand have 
been returned to the Washington office during the past 
six weeks. 

In some cases, not all questions were aiuwered or 
mukiple answers were recorded.

Whitehurst remarked, "The clrarest message we see 
in this questionnaire is that voters regard inflation as 
our number one problem and deficit spending by the 
U.S. Government as the major culprit. I am certainly 
inclined to share thdr philic»ophy." 

A majority of those responding to the questiOndinw 
listed inflation, deficit spending, and over r^ulation by 
the government as the three biggest problems facing the 
united States.

The amendment permits the applicant to by-pass the 
Planning Commission and go directly to city council 
which is what Dr. Harvey H. Shiflet did on June 20, 
1977. 

Hanbury said that although Shiflet filed plans for the 
47-foot enclosure he planned to build, there is nothing 
in the minutes to suggest that any questions were asked 
about the height or the design of the structure. 

Since council approved Shiflet's application, 
Hanbury said. Building inspector Robert Loher issued a 
building permit although the height was in violation of 
the city's building code. 

"1 don't think anybody made a malcious oversight," 
Hanbury said, and added that he thought the area 
residents objected to the appearance of the structure 
more than its height. 

There is also some confusion about the temporary 
nature of the building. The building is up all year, but 
during the summer the sides are rolled up. 

Councilman Donald Merrick said, "We've just got an 
illegal building." 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., said that "passing 
the buck back and forth between council and staff' is a 
poor way to operate. 

Hanbury said that since the owner received a building 
permit for the structure, the city can't have it removed. 

Last week the Racquet Club was allowed to withdraw 
an application for a use permit to build additional 
partially-enclosed courts, indoor handball and racquet 
courts and a clubhouse with restaurant. 



The club, apparently has grown too fast for the city's 
ordinance so counil is studying the possibility of 
including a country club classification in its zoning 
code.

Transportation to and from school is provided free of 
charge for aU Virpnia Beadi pablk school students who 
live more than a mite from thdr Khool. 

To accomplish the taslc of moving more than 30,000 
students to and from sdiool neh day, the Virginia 
Be»:h Public Schods Transportation Dqjartment relies 
on a well-trained crew of 400 drivers, including 
substitutes, using a fleet of 385 mo<tem buses. These 
buses and drivers lc« a total of more than 15.000 miles 
each school day. an average of 41 miles a day per bus. 

Each parson selected as a bus driver for Virginia 
Beach schools undorgon extoisive training, both on the 
road and in the classroom. The drivers receive 
instruction in bus discipline and road courtly, as well 
as in the driving skills necessary to operate the large 
busM. The avenge driver of a Virginia Beach school bus 
has more than seven and a half yaas experience, but 
many have more than 20 years service. 

Backing up the drives is a staff of experienced 
maintenance men and women, plus large, modem repair 
facilities which enable time to handle any phase of bus 
repair or upkeep, from changing an en^ne to painting 
the exterior. 

More than 1,400 school bin routes link the 
neighborhoods of the city with its public schools. Each 
route is carefully planned by the bus driver, school 



officials and the transporution department to make 
sure the students are safely ddivered to and from school 
in the shortest pMsible time. 

Included in the school fleet are specially designed and 
equipped buses for transpprting stuttents who have 
physical and mental handiaips which make it 
impractical for them to ride a regular school bus. The 
drivers of th«e smaller vehicles receive special training, 
particularly in loading and unloading of thne students. 

In addition, some r^ular buses which transport the 
more mobile handicapped studenU have driver aides to 
provide constant attention and ase while the bus is in 
motion.

All elonent^y students transferring from out-of- 
state into a Virginia Beach school for the first time must 
show proof of having received a complete physical 
examination within the 12 months preceding the 
enrollment. 

Physical exam forms are available at the office of 
each school. If the physical exam cannot be oomjAeted 
prior to the beginning of attendance, the child may be 
enrolled on a conditional basis if the parent or guardian 
presets written proof of a scheduled medical 
appointmoit for the exam. 

Pn>of of immunication against diptheria. pertussis 
(whdoping cough),) tetanus, polio, rubeola (meules) 
and ntbdla (Geriiian measles) is also required of any 
elementary student entering a Virginia Beach school for 
the first time. 

Parents or guardians are urged to begin «u'ly to 
ensure that all immunizations are completed prior to the 
beginning of jschool attendance. . 

School physical examinations are offered to new 
students and new teachers whoare military dependents 
at the Norfolk Naval Base Dispensary by appointment 
only on Tuesday and Wednesday evenings. 

Require X-Rays for new teachers can also be taken at 
Boone Clinic at the Naval Amphibious Base, Little 
Creek, but Boone Clinic cannot accommodate teacher 
or student physical exams. Immunizations are offered 
to military depoidents at the Norfolk Naval Base 
Dispensary and at Boone Clinic. 

In addition, the Virginia Beach Health Department is 
offering free immunization clinics to help all children 
entoing the city's public schools this fall complete their 
basic immunizations. 

In a letter to school superintendent Dr. E.E. Brickell 
this summer, city health department director Dr. 
George C. Sjolund said the free clinics will help the 
children and the public schools meet these requirements. 

The free clinics are located at the Princess Anne 
Municipal Center, along the beach front at 19th and 
Arctic Ave., and in the Pembroke area at 930 
Independence Boulevard. 

Scheduled hours of the clinics for immunizations are: 

Municipal Center, Wednesdays, 8:30-10 a.m.; 19th & 
Artie Ave., Tuesdays, 8:30-11 a.m.; and 930 
Independence Blvd., Fridays, 8:30-10 a.m. No 
appointments are necessary.

ATTENDANCE LAW 

%or the 1978-79 school year Virginia state law 
requires all children who have reached their fifth 
birthday on or before January 1 of the school year 
which began the preceding September, and who have 
not passed their seventeenth birthday, to attend a 
public, private, denominational or parochial school. 

For the 1979-80 school year the law has been amended 
to provide that children must reach their fifth birthday 
on or before December 1 . (State Code 22.275. 1) 

KINDERGARTEN 

The Virginia Beach public schools offer free half-day 
kindergartien classes for five-year-olds in each 
elonentary school. Some children are assigned to 
nioming sessions, and others attend afternoon classes. 
Free transportation by school buses is provided for both 
scions. 

While kinder^rten attendance is not mandatory 
under special circumstances^i it is highly encouraged. 
71ie,|Ktvool sy^teqi should be notified when the child is 
nm to attend.

Attorney Sam Scott flin)ed on his tape recorder to let 
Virginia Beach city council members listen to the strains 
of a less noisy type engine - the kind that would be used 
on the go cart track his client was planning to build. 

But the majority of council must have figured the 
sounds were still noisy enough to be unsuitable for the 
agricultural site in Princess Anne County. By a vote of 
6-4, council denied the petition of the Winner 
Corporation for a conditional use permit for a 
recreational facility of an outdoor nature (go cart track) 
on a three-acre parcel on the east side of Holland Road," 
south of North Landstown Road. 

Smith, who said he was retained by the applicant after 
the hearing before the Planning Commission which 
recommended denial of the application, had done his 
homework, but it wasn't enough. He said that the go 
cart track would be near a driving range and mini golf 
course, and that Council on June 20. 1977 approved a 
skateboard park nearby on part of the property. 

He said that there were few homa in the am and that 
the applicant had done a lot of research and planned to 
use an engine which was much more quiet than the usual 
go cart variety. He played the tapes to prove it. He also 
pointed out that the noise from the Navy planes was 
greater than the go carts would produce. 

He added that the Navy recommended that land uses 
be of a limited recreational nature, because the property 
lies within a noise zone. 

Councilman J. Curiis Payne said the property just a 
half mile away will soon be developed into residential 
use and felt that a go cart track didn't fit in. 

Voting for denial were Councibnen Donald S. 
Merrick, George R. Ferrell, J. Curtis Payne, Mayor 
Patrick L. Standing and Councilwomen Meyera 
Oberndorf and Barbara Henley. Voting against denial 
were Councilmen F. Reid Ervin, Clarence A. Holland, 
and R. L. Riggs, and Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. 
Councilman John a. Baum was absent.

Hi|^ d gtiA/e zoning petitions for 386.20 acres in the 
General ^HBoulevard growth corridor were denied 
by VirginialiMth city council Monday aftemora. 

The main consideration leading to the denitl was the 
absence of a comprehensive land use plan fof the area. 
This is expected to be available in six to nine mcmths, 
Kcording to city planner Robert Scott. 

The developer also was objected to two conditions of 
the rezoning requests if they were approved - to design 
and construct one-half of the ultimate highway section 
for False Cape Parkway which runs through the 
{ffoperty and to provide a 160-foot drainage rasement 
for the north-south canal. 

Lakeside Construction Corporation applied for 
rezoning of the property located east of Oceana 
Boulevard and north of both Princess Anne Road and 
Sandbridge Road in the Prinons Anne Borough. W. W. 
Realtor is a principal of the firm. 

The proposed zoning would allow 1,164 single-family 
h^es. 148 townhouses and commercial devdopmoit in 
aa^area where 312 single-family hom^ and commercial 
development are now permitted .

Excessive use of the Virginia Beach landfill has forced 
the city to (»nsider placing restrictions on users. 

At preset^ the landfill is open to residoits and non- 
residoits. There is no diai^ for dumping from vehides 
with dty decals. Those without decals are charged $3.12 
a ton, a fee which was adc^ted in 1968. 

Outside haulo?, wk) collect refuse in the city, now 
pay the equivalent of personal property tax as a fee for 
dumping privileges bMaiise the hauler cannot be 
required to pay a personal property tax in more than 



one jurisdiction. 

City manager George L. Hanbury has proposed an 
increase in the fee and tighter control to cut down 
dumping from outside the dty. 

He said that the landfill was designed to last 20 years, 
but has already been operating for five years. An 
ino'ease in dumping during the past three or four 
months, he said, will shorten the life of the landfill four 
or five years. 

The problem started when Norfolk closed its 
Campostella landfill in March and refuse from Norfolk 
was dumped in the Virginia Beach landfill. Hinbury 
said that the city should adopt the polides of otho* dties 



whidi do not allow outside dumping. 

He said that he would have an ordinance prepared for 
Council but that he would not recommend its 
implementation until Jan. 1 to give haulers a chance to 
make new contracts. 

Before Norfolk closed its Campostella dump, 288,000 
tons a year were dumped at the B^h landfill including 
45 percent local, 45 percent private haulers and 10 
penxnt out of town refuse. 

After the Norfolk landfill was closed, the Beach 
landfill experienced an increase of 250 to 65000 tones a 
month, brining the out of town percentage of dumped 
' material to 20 percent. 



Hanbury proposes: 

There will be no charge for residents dumping from a 
vehicle no larger than a half-ton pickup truck. 

Any larger vehide with a Virginia Beach decal will be 
charged $3.50 a ticm. 

Vehicles with no decal will be permitted to dump at 
the sune price but only after reviving a permit from the 
director of Public Works. In lieu of a decal, the user will 
be asked to show contrK:ts or pro<tf that he is serving 
Virginia Beach. The patnit will be issued for a period of 
six OT 12 months with an accompanying sticker.

charges $13.50 a ton at the landfiB and $5.50 a ton for 
the incinerator; Chesapeake charges $3 a ton, at the 
landfill, and Portsmouth charges $3 a ton and $5.50 for 
the incinerator. 
Hanbury said that very few priviue residoits use the 

landfill. 

Councilman George R. Ferrell said that he was in 
favor of controsl but was afraid that the restrictions will 
cause people to dump trash in the ditches. 

Ferrell said that Virginia Beadi apartment projects 
which haul their own refuse to the landfill may start 
putting trash out for the city to pick up if they have to 
pay a fee. 

Hanbury said that private haulms irick up half of the 
300,000 tons dumped at the UmdfiU each year.

projected R & J development of 137 acres; Nottingham 
Bums, 112 acres; Taylor Estate properties, and the 
Malbon Property at London Bridge and oceana 
Boulevards. 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne said that the roads and 
schools are the cnix of the matter. "Even if we reamed 
we would not have access from False Cape Parkway to 
Oceana Boulevard." . « , 

Wright maintained the project did not need False 
Cape Parkway and would have sufficient access from 
General Booth Boulevard. 

False Cape Parkway, which originates from Falie 
Cape Park south of Sandbridge, is included on the 
master street and highway plan for the city but has not 
been constructed. Developers are generally expected to 
design and pave half of a city street which nins through 
or along their subdivisions. 

Wright said that False Cape Parkway requires of the 
developer a dedication of 12.5 acres of land whUe the 
cost of construction of two lands of the projected four- 
lane road would come to $1,350,000 to lay "to lay on 
one developer." 

Wright also maintained that the canal easement fdr a 
160-foot wide canal was not necessary, and would 
require 16 acres. 

Payne said that "1 don't think we could approve tWs 
imlcss False Cape Parkway were taken to the site.'^ As 
for the canal, he said that even a 40-foot canal neecb an 
easement 80 feet and that doesn't provide for spoil or 
maintoiance. 

A large tract adjoining the property was zoned B-2 in 
1964 to accommodate a car raceway which never 
materialized. With the Ukeside B-2 proposal, 345 acres 
would be zoned B-2, Councilwoman Barbara Hotey 
pointed out. Most of the areas zoned B-2 are bdng 
farmed. In about half of the entire tract under the 
proposal is farmed and the rest is wooded.

Councilman Reid Ervin said that False Cape Parkwiy 
is like Old Donation Parkway, "Everybody wanU it and 
nobody wants to pay for it." 

Scott said the city has received dedications for the 
road in the area exapt through Lagomar. In the stretch 
between Oceana Boulevard and Princess Anne R<»d, 
not much right of way has been aoqiuired. 

City manager Geore L. Hanbury said that the concept 
for the road was that it would be built by devdcqiers, 
and would not be a responsibility of the city. The 
parkway a not included in the current five-year Capital 
Improvonoit Plan. 

Fullmer said that a 40-foot canal would not drain 
tiiose properties. He said that the rcsidaits are

Hanbury said the designs for the vmdening of General 
Booth Boulevard are under way and the road is expected 
to begin in 1984 or 1983. 

Scott said the present roads are not adequate to 
handle the development. Oceana Boulevard designed 
for 6500 cars a day now serves 12,000 a day. Princess 
Anne and Sandbridge roads also are inadequate to 
handle the present traffic and projected traffic flrom 
areas ah-eady zoned. 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland said he "cmi t 
conceive of it without False Cape Parkway." I can't 
conceive of the traffic getting on Sandbridge and 
Princess Anne Roads. 

Wright said that the developers wotild be willing to 
build a road if it were needed by the project. 

Hanbury said that Wright was not con-ect in saying 
that just because False Cape Parkway is on the master 
plan it's the responsibility of the city. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing pointed out that the 
people from the development would use tiie Sandbridge 
Road south to go to the beach "five or six monUis of the 
year" and not only to the north as stated by Wright. 

Ervin noted that "if we don't get son with our 
comprehensive use ptan tiiere won't be any land to 
plan."He said that water and sewer are both becoming 
an ever-increasing problem. 

He took issue with the General Booth study which set

Mrs. Henley said the dy lacked water tor ^^aM 
treatment for sewage. In addition. Environmental

Even when the Atlantic Treatment Plant is completed 
and treats 36 miUion gallons a day, it wiU be operating 
at capacity, she said.

Students should report 
change in plans 

Many thousands of studenU will be returning to 
the classroom this fall, and about 870.000 of these 
young men and women between the ages of 18 and 
22, who will be resuming their studies as full-time 
students, have one thing in common - they all 
receive social secvrity benefits. 

TM^i|^^4iM II* i*M« of ti^ statfcnts wli» 
receive "simteat bencflu" from social security, 
and it is to these studenu, and others who may 
become eligible In the near future, that I would 
Hkc to provide this reminder. 

Social security benefits can be paid to 
unmarried full-time students when one of their 
paivnts receives sodal security retirement or 
disability benefits or when a parent dies after 
woritlBg long enough under sodal security. 
(Under certain condltloBS benefits can be paid on 
the account of a grandparent who had worked 
long enough under soctal security.) 

M<Mt of these men and women have been 
receiving bcneflts throughout their summer 
vacation because they phmncd to rctnra to full- 
time school attendance this fall. But many of 
them, for one reason or another, may not return 
to sdwol whm the fall term begins. 

If this hippens, the ex-student should notify 
social secnrity right away so that bcncflt checks 
can be stopped, if cNcks are not stopped quickly 
enough, the student may have to repay the money 
he or she received incorrectly. 

Another group of young people, whose benefits 
were stopped last spring because they did not plan 
to continue in school, can have their benefits 
started again if they do return to full-time 
attendance while they are under 22 and 
■nmartfed. 

But, benefits are not restarted automatteaHy. 
The student must conttct sodal security and re- 
apply-

Skateboarding. What began as the simple pastime 
of propdling a board with wheels down the sidewalk 
hu since evolved into one of the most studied and 
challenging sports around. 

Professional skateboarders are even beginning to 
appear on the scene. Several were in Virginia Beach 
last week trying out the concrete course at 
Thunderbowl Skatepark on Lynnhaven Parkway. 

Ranging in age from 14 to 28, the pros executed a 
series of dazzling maneuvers in what is called "the 
bowl" - a huge concrete bowl where one often finds 
himself skating with feet above head. 

It looks dangerous, and it is. 

"We stress the safety aspecu of skatdKmrding." 
say |Mrk owners Oayle and Fred Wall. They point 
out a wide selection of wrist braces, helmets, elbow 



and knee pads. 

They add that since it is a fast growing sport, the 
equipment is constantly changing. 

Experts argue over what type wheel is best on a 
board, or how many wheels should be attached to 
one. 

With the birth of skateboard competition, the 
boards themselves have gotten wider. Whwe a 6 3/4- 
inch wide board used to be sufficient, the pros are 
now moving to 8 to 10-inch wide boards. 

Competitions are becoming more and more 
popular. The Thunderbowl Skatepark sponsored one 
locally last June and will co-sponsor another at Mt. 
Trashmore on Sept. 16 at 1 1 a.m, as part of the Fifth 
Annual Neptune Festival.

of Florida, Pennsylvania, New York and Weit Virginia. 
Most of us were college sti^ents representing such 
schools as Radford College, Randolph Macon Women's 
College, University of Virginia, and University of 
Florida. 

Of course, where there are girls there are also boys. If 
a girl didn't ah-eady know the guy it wasn't long before 
she met him. Most of these guys wctc college studrats 
too and represented such schools as Hampdm Sydiwy, 
Radford College. University of Richmond, University 
of Virginia and Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State 
University (VPI-SU). 

The summa jobs of thes^ young people were just as 
varied as their backgrounds and ranged from waitress, 
waiter and cashier to valet, maid, secretary and 
lifeguard.

Chappy Johnron of Vienna, Virginia is a senior 
majoring in economics and English at Randolph Macon 
Women's College. According to Johnson, she and her 
friends were looking fc^ something different to do. 
They knew some girls who had lived at the beach before, 
and after talking it over they decided it was "the thing 
to do ... A last chance to fool around and to be at the 
beach." 

"It was a good experience," said Johnson. "I've half 
way grown up and I'm not so young and inexperienced 
anymore."

This fact wiU be driven home to adjoining residents as 
the owners of the property start developing the 
prop^ty. 

The dty of Virginia Beach has promoted legislation 
of some sort to control beadifront development to 
protect the beach from erosion and to give the public 
access to the water. Qty-fluuiager George L. Hanbury 
said that a Senate committee has been investigating the 
problem for two or three years. At that rate, he said, 
Virginia Beach wiU be buUt up. 

At an informal coundl smion 
Hanbury discussed two pending developments on the 
west and east sides of the Lesnes Bridge. 

AU the city has to work Wth to protect the beach 
front is a "bureauocratic armt^ist," he said. 

Lit C. Hudgins is developing nine lots which have 
been plats of record since Ocean Park was recorded, 
Hanbury said. Before issuing the building permit, the 
dty required that Hudgins build behind the dune Une at 
the 16-RlOt elevation although building has been 
permitted at the six-foot dune Une. There will be no 
easement through the property for people Uving behind 
the devlopment to get to the beach, but a dty right of 
way is available. 

"People wiU feel the beach is bdng taken away from 
them," Hanbury said, "but it's aU private property". 

Hudgins has agreed to build a private road so that it 
wtHi't be necessary to destroy more of the dunes. 

Rocco Laasiter is developing an area on the east side 
of the Lesner Bridge, CheupMke Bay Shores, into a 
community of townhousa and duplexes. The section is 
heavily wooded and construction will be at the 12-foot 
dune line, behind the 14-foot dune Une. 

llie dty has acreed to aUow the developer to have a 
smaUer r^t-of-way -44 feet rather than the 50 feet 
usuaUy required for roads, so that some of the growth 
of wild oau can be saved. 

The paved portion wi^ still be the standard 30 feet 
and t«i-foot easements vHU be left on either side. The 
dty wiU also ask for easonents to the beach and 
dedication of a pubUc beach . 

Under the circumstances, it's the best the city can do 
to protect the public and the beaches.
